pomp and tinsel and _ the 
carefully studied means for securing 
popularity, and he is not willing 
to accept the president as the archan- 
gel of anew gospel. He is disappointed 
in him. He says: “I am not inspired 
by political prejudice against President 
Wilson, for I voted for him twice and 
I have been a Democrat for 35 years.” 
This man expresses righteous indigna- 
tion at the president, for absenting 
himself from the country and being 
gone for six months, in order to force 
on the world a “super-state” which it 
did not want. This super-state, he 
says, would “usurp the power of dic- 
tation to congress, would antagonize 
our constitutional sovereignty and 
would rob us of the glorious independ- 
ence which we value a thousand times 
more dearly than we do our life.” He 
tells how the president, instead of 
bringing about prompt peace with the 
central powers, has delayed and de- 
layed this peace in order to force the 
unwilling world to accept his league 
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of nations. This “postponement of a 
settlement with the enemy is a terri- 
ble crime, especially when our coun- 
try is laboring under such great dan- 
ger and unrest”, he declares. He adds 
that “the people are getting posted on 
this subject, and any senator or mem- 
ber who votes for, and any newspaper 
or magazine that advocates, the sur- 
render of the smallest item of the con- 
slitutional independence of this republic 
will be speedily hurled from power and 
influence, and like a drowned cat will 
be buried in political and intellectual 
oblivion.” 

We present these two highly contrast- 
ing diagnoses of the president and his 
doctrines and allow our readers to draw 
their own conclusions. Ordinarily the 
personal opinion or view of any private 
citizen on such matters as this is of 
very little importance, for the reason 
that there are citizens who hold all 
sorts of views, many of which are with- 
out sense or bearing. But at a critical 
period like this, when the great body of 
thinking Americans are floundering a- 
round and trying to find some solid 
ground which will give them a new 
footing, the conscientious observations 
of sane representative citizens from 
different parties and from different 
parts of the country are very much to 
the point indeed. 

If the Pathfinder was like most papers 
it would present only one side of the 
case but as it is our mission to judicially 
review all the facts and let our readers 
act as the jury, we present both views. 
Nothing could better illustrate the 
breaking up of the old political party 
lines than these two sample letters. 
One is from a Western Republican, who 
is evidently ready to follow Wilson 
withersoever he goes; and the other is 
from an Eastern Democrat, who has 
got through following him. 

Undoubtedly these letters represent 
how the people of the whole country 
are dividing on the new issues that have 
been forced to the front by Wilson. No- 
body can yet say what the result of this 
re-division will be. We don’t know 
what proportion of the people will take 
sides with the president and what 
number will line up against him. Very 
little is to be. judged by the “hollering”, 
as those who do the “hollering” often 
represent only the froth of popular 
opinion. 

Are You Ready to Enlist? 

From time to time our West has ex- 
perienced waves of radicalism, and it is 
experiencing one now, Party lines are 
being wiped out as we have said, and 
popular thought is in state of flux. To 
the unbiased observer it hardly seems 
that Wilson’s idealism is the sort of 
thing that will satisfy the yearnings of 
these very practical Westerners. They 
are more interested in the question of 
bread and butter and binding-twine 
than in any lofty conception of a re- 
generated universe in which others in 
far-off-lands are to gain most of the 
benefits. 

It is a noble crusade which the pres- 
ident, in his exaltation of spirit 
urges our people to enlist in. He 


repeats virtually what Jesus said: 
“Leave your nets and follow me” 
—Forget’ party and _ other selfish 
ties and trust everything to my gospel; 
and let the consequences be what they 
may. But it has been 19 centuries since 
Jesus gave his message to the world, and 
the world is still not converted to his 
doctrines—so we say it is too much 
to expect that humanity will risk every- 
thing and follow this new apostle of 
peace and good-will, no matter how 
consecrated he may believe himself. 

As we have said before the peace 
treaty will no doubt be ratified, but 
ratified with such reservations that a 
large part of the Wilson idealism will 
be taken out of it and it will be made 
more worldly, and more safe. The 
“visions” and “voices” which the presi- 
dent speaks of as leading him are some- 
what too ethereal and too unreal to be 
accepted by the general run of people 
as safe guides. And so the United States 
will probably insist on staying in the 
open road, and not consent to be led off 
into untried paths. 

The president, as he admits, has only 
“a single-track mind”, and he sees 
ahead only two possible courses: one 
leads to peace and the other to war. 
He recognizes no middle ground and 
allows no choice—although we all know 
that life is always a compromise and 
never strictly ideal. He is the old ortho- 
dox conception: a heaven and a hell. 
If you can’t accept his dogma absolutely 
and without questioning a jot or tittle of 
it, then your are doomed to absolute 
perdition. 

His philosophy and his religion leave 
no place for the great body of human 
beings who are not good enough to go 
to heaven and are too good to be con- 
signed to hell fire. He assumes to be the 
one who is to sit in judgment, and the 
people are to have no appeal from his 
decision. This is a fine doctrine in 
some ways, but it seems to lack some of 
the broad-mindedness and tolerance of 
20th-century morality, 

If the president had shown himself a 
reliable judge of events in the past the 
people would no doubt be more ready 
to follow him now. But he was re- 
elected an the promise of keeping the 
country out of war and yet it was 
only a few months after he was elected 
before we were in the war. So you see 
his optimism and his assurance are not 
well-grounded in truth. 


The president also proclaimed to the 
world numerous principles which were 
to be the basis of peace when it should 
come. While in a general way. the 
peace settlement follows those princi- 
ples, in many details it violates them 
openly. This shows that while he could 
lay down the law, he was after all 
forced to accept compromises. There 
were always others to consider, allow- 
ances to be made—secret treaties to 
be fulfilled etc. 


He confesses that when he went to 
Paris he was ignorant of all these hand- 
icaps. He had been deceived. And if 
he could be deceived then, what rea- 
son is there to suppose that he is in- 


fallible now? This is the way |! 
doubters put the matter—and the sa; 
rule of conduct is, “when in dou! 
don’t”. 

The president has argued in ma 
speeches that unless the world accepts 
the league of nations, the rival gove: 
ments will go right on planning 1 
wars, and as this country is the riches} 
and most prosperous “the next 
would be paid for in American blo 
and American money.” For self-p: 
tection, therefore, we must stake eve: 
thing on the league plan. We mus! 
lead, and not wait for others to lead. 
he said. This country is now looke| 
to as the guiding genius of the worl, 
and if it hesitates the world is lost 
the very fate of civilization rests on 
us now. The other nations are all wai! 
ing on us to ratify the peace and thus 
put an end to the uncertainty and the 
unrest, he declared. 

“The world must be organized”, in 
order to conserve its power and pre- 
vent disaster, and we must be the or- 
ganizers. These other countries al! 
need raw materials before they can go 
ahead and resume business on anything 
like a normal basis; the channels of 
trade and industry can’t be opened up 
fully until peace is assured, and it re- 
mains with us to say the word. There 
is great danger in delay and there is no 
telling what fresh complications may 
arise if we do not clinch peace while 
we have the chance, he said. 

He admitted that the league would 
not absolutely guarantee peace, but he 
asked: “Don’t you think that some in- 
surance is better than none at all?” 
This was not altogether a convincing 
allusion, as the Western people have 
to pay such big rates for insurance that 
the very idea irritates them. Some 
critics have retorted that if the league 
of nations is to cost as much as some 
insurance it will not be worth the 
price. 

This treaty, he asserted, is “a peo- 
ple’s treaty”; he had “come West 
to consult the people” about it. He 
had been given credit for originating 
the league of nations, he said; he wish- 
ed he could claim it, but he had to ai- 
mit that the source of inspiration was 
really Republican. It was Senator Bur- 
ton of Ohio, he said, who had first 
given shape to the idea. He himself was 
not trying to lead, but only to follow.

He paid tribute to the Republican 
party as being a great and noble party 
which had been willing to fight for its 
high ideals, and he conjured Republi! 
cans to be consistent now by suppor! 
ing this really Republican proposition. 
He quoted what Senator Lodge of Mass. 
had said three years ago, when he de- 
clared that “the great nations must be 
so united as to be able to say to any 
single country: ‘You must not go to 
war!” 

This appeal by the president to th: 
Republicans is a fine piece of velvety 
diplomacy and it will no doubt has 
the effect of bringing many of them to 
his side. It is a vast improvement over 
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the brutal plan he started out on, of 
denouncing and villifying all those who 
differed from him. The world is still 
the same as of old, and more flies can 
be caught with molasses than with vin- 
egar. If the president had used molass- 
es from the beginning of his fight for 
the league plan, the treaty would have 
been in force before now; but he made 
the mistake of trying vinegar first, and 
the pungent smell of the vinegar still 
remains. 

The people also would have shown 
more confidence in him if he had come 
out and said in plain language whether 
he was expecting to run for a third 
term or not. If he had been willing 
to sacrifice something himself, instead 
of asking others to do all the sacrific- 
ing, he would have been in a better 
position to demand the support of all 
classes and factions. But he couldn’t 
persuade himself to put the crown by; 
he lacked the decision to refuse a 
“third cup of coffee”, as Roosevelt call- 
ed it. 

He has had plenty of chances to dis- 
avow his designs on a third term, but 
up to this writing he has avoided the 
subject. This gives the skeptical ones 
a chance to charge that he is talking 
once for the league and twice for Wil- 
son. Although he tells everybody else 
to “forget politics”, he himself is play- 
ing a very fine game of politics and is 
forgetting no point that can increase 
his prospects. He has gone far enough 
to say that if his political opponents 
wish to present him with an issue, there 
is none that he would be more willing 
io submit to the people than this ques- 
tion of the league. 


It is the people who suffer most by 
wars, and that is why the people are 
determined to try some means of stop- 
ping them, he said. If we don’t accept 
ihe league, then we must “play a lone 
hand”, and that meant that “the lone 
hand must have a weapon in it, and 
ihat weapon must be the young men 
of the country trained to arms; and the 
business of the country must be post- 
poned to the making of arms for the 
men.” 

Is America to go “peeping under the 
canvas”, like a small boy at a circus; 
are our people to “decline to pay the 
admission price to the game and sit on 
a roof and watch the playing from afar, 
when they might just as well go in and 
take part?” he asked. He predicted no. 
“The only people who can be depend- 
ed on to bring the world to settled 
conditions are the American people”, 
he asserted, and he urged the promptest 
possible acceptance of: the treaty, just 
as itis. To change a word of it would 
send the whole thing back into the 
negotiation stage and would call for 
new explanations of the new terms, he 
declared. And he added that that pros- 
pect “goes against his digestion.” 

The treaty “makes void all secret 
agreements” in future; it “throws all 
possible safeguards around the oppress- 
ed”; it “protects the weak nations from 
the rapacity of the strong”; it “raises 
the labor of the world to a new level”; 


it “leaves no room for autocracy”; it 
practically enforces disarmament— 
what more could anyone ask, he de- 
manded. He dismissed as foolish the 
claim that American interests would 
at any time be jeopardized by the 
league. No matter how many votes the 
British empire or any other nation may 
have, the United States will always 
possess a positive veto power, as a 
unanimous vote will be required, and 
we needn’t do anything unless we want 
to, he declared. 

(If it is true-that a nation need not 
obey the league mandates unless it 
chooses to, then the league will not be a 
very influential agency. The president 
seems to think that the other countries 
will all be bound to obey but that we 
can obey or not, as it suits us at the 
time. The other nations do not inter- 
pret the plan that way at all; they 
hold that all will be on the same basis 
and that there will be no preferences 
or immunity. It would seem therefore 
that the president is reckoning with- 
out his host.) 


Critics Say Some Hard Things. 


One of the leading Democratic papers 
of the country publishes an article 
headed: “Impeach President, is Cry in 
Chicago.” The article told about the 
tremendous ovation given to Senators 
Johnson of Calif., Borah of Idaho and 
McCormick of Lll., when they address- 
ed a mass meeting in Chicago and took 
up the gage thrown down by the pres- 
ident. For a long time there have been 
whispers that Wilson might be im- 
peached if he kept on, but this is about 
the first time the subject has been 
brought into public notice. 


“The United States senate today 
stands between you and the loss of 
your liberties”, said Senator Johnson. 
He denied that the American senate or 
people were “contemptible quitters”, as 
the president had charged, and he de- 
clared that the man who really quit was 
the one who went to Paris carrying a 
lot of ideals and brought back a treaty 
from which those ideals are missing. 
“The Monroe doctrine is handed over 
to the sinister foreign powers by Mr. 
Wilson and his league of nations,” he 
charged, It may be, he said, in con- 
demning the disposition of territory by 
the treaty, that “we can’t prevent burg- 
lary, but *ve don’t have to become part- 
ners with burglars.” 


The president’s famous Article X, 
which he had declared to be the “back- 
bone” of the treaty, “makes us under- 
write every territorial grab of every 
other nation, every wrong done to de- 
fenceless peoples, every bargain by 
which human beings have been handed 
about from one sovereignty to another,” 
he said. “When Wilson began his game 
at Paris the American people were 
ready to back him up and play it 
through, under his rule of ‘open cove- 
nants’, but when he quit and yielded 
to secret diplomacy they repudiated 
him’, he declared. 

The president had usurped power and 
acted without any authority from the 


American people. The treaty as it 
emerged from the conference is “a 
patchwork of secret treaties” whose 
existence had been concealed from us 
and whose acceptance by us now would 
put an indelible stain on our national 
honor.” The league, instead of being 
an agency of peace, would be a “gigan- 
tic war trust”. It would confirm and 
protect the victors in the war in the 
retention of the spoils. We had gained 
no spoils from the war, but the treaty 
requires us to assume the burden of 
insuring the spoils to our allies. This 
is “the only non-profiting nation” en- 
gaged in the war, and yet it is we who 
are to bear the brunt of the sacrifices, 
he said. 


The president, he said, demanded 
that his league plan should be accepted 
or none. On that principle, if you had 
only one egg and that egg was rotten, 
you would be compelled to eat it. He 
accused the administration of carry- 
ing on a propaganda for its own pur- 
poses at the expense of the govern- 
ment; “they pick the taxpayers’ pockets 
to poison the public mind”, he as- 
serted. 

He denied the president’s claim that 
the cost of living is due to the delay of 
the peace treaty. England had ratified 
the treaty—of course she was eager to 
ratify it, as she got so much out of it 
—but she had not allayed the unrest 
by that action, he pointed out. 

“Mr. Wilson intends, with his league 
of nations, to adopt a new government 
for the United States”, said Senator 
Johnson in a speech at Sioux Falls, S. 
Dak., “but we insist that the republic 
of Washington, Linco!n and Roosevelt 
shall not be superseaed by an over- 
lordship of foreign nations.” The 
choice is not between the league and 
Prussianism, as the president had al- 
leged, but it is “between the league and 
Americanism”, he said. 

Senator Poindexter of Wash., though 
a Republican, was born in the South 
and he came of an old Democratic 
family. But he is now one of the most 
severe critics of the president and his 
league plan. In contrast. to "incoln, 
who offered us “government, of, for and 
by the people”, Wilson “offers us gov- 
ernment by council in Geneva and says 
we must take it or nothing”, said he. 
Already the president had our troops 
in Siberia, and he was proposing to 
send them to Armenia, Silesia and oth- 
er places. The policy of “minding 
other people’s business” is necessarily 
a policy which will call on us to back 
our ideas with force. Those who are 
yelling for the league would not want 
their sons to go to these far-off coun- 
tries to risk their lives, and they should 
not expect other people’s sons to do it, 
he argued. 

The benefits of the league scheme 
are purely visionary, while the dan- 
gers involved in it are real, he charged. 
The champions of the league think 
that the men who run the league will 
be super-men, who will be above all

To Unionize, or Not to Unionize. 


| ABOR unionism is somewhat in 


the position of a man in the mid- 

dle of a big forest: he has to get 
out somehow; he has come a long way, 
and it is as far to the open in one di- 
rection as in another. The process of 
unionization obviously can’t stop half 
way; if it stops there it is lost; its 
only salvation is to move on. The 
unionization of one trade or industry 
necessarily leads to the unionization 
of the next one, and presumably if it 
is good for one it is good for the rest, 
and vice versa. 

But there are certain points at which 
unionization meets with obstacles 
which have to be overcome before it 
can go much farther. For a long time 
the government resisted the unioniza- 
tion of its employees. There were a 
few branches of the government, such 
as the government printing-office, bu- 
reau of engraving and printing, navy- 
yard machine-shops, etc., which were 
unionized, but the great bulk of the 
service knew no unions. When Roose- 
velt was president he had a scrap 
with the employees of the government 
printing-office, who _ threatened to 
strike, in obedience to the union or- 
ders. He defied them and made them 
take an oath to support the govern- 
ment. It was supposed by many that 
his action would put a stop to union- 
ization in the government service, but 
it went forward just the same. 

Postmaster-General Burleson has re- 
fused to allow the unionization of the 
postal employees and has brought on 
himself the bitter enmity of the unions 
because of that stand. The postal em- 
ployees have their own organizations, 
but these organizations are not closely 
connected with the labor unions. While 
the telephone and telegraph wires were 
under government control this matter 
of unionization caused strikes and oth- 
er trouble, but the postmaster-general 
was adamant and the unions received 
a setback. 

The railroad workers of the coun- 
try were already strongly unionized 
when the government took control of 
the lines during the war. The unions 
demanded big wage raises and they 
got practically everything they asked 
for. But when recently they came back 
for more wage increases which would 
amount to nearly a billion dollars a 
year and threatened to tie up the trans- 
portation service of the country if 
their demands were not granted, the 
government and the public resented 
the hold-up and gave a very emphatic 
fl 

Sporadic strikes were called, but the 
vigorous action taken by Director 
Hines brought these to a stop and pre- 
vented a tie-up. He told the strikers 
plainly that they were breaking their 


contracts and the laws. He warned 
them to go back to work at once or he 
would fill their places and operate the 
roads, and that anyone who resorted 
to violence or other wrongful methods 
would be dealt with as criminals and 
“enemies of the government.” 

For some time the unionization of 
the public school teachers has been 
spreading through the country. It first 
gained a strong hold in Chicago. Dur- 
ing the last year it has won out at 
Washington. The school board sus- 
pended a high-school teacher for teach- 
ing bolshevist doctrines. The teach- 
ers’ union which was backed by the 
labor unions, upheld the teacher and 
finally forced the recognition of the 
union as the dominating power. 


The next thing was that the police 
of Washington began unionizing. The 
commissioners of the District of Co- 
lumbia took an adverse attitude toward 
this movement and issued warning 
that it must be abandoned. The po- 
lice, they said, are paid and sworn to 
protect the public and enforce the 
laws; they are supposed to be solely 
under the orders of the constituted au- 
thorities and it would not do for them 
to have any divided allegiance; they 
couldn’t serve God and mammon, The 
police cited that the authorities had al- 
lowed the unionization of the teachers, 
which was certainly just as objection- 
able as the unionization of the police. 
This illustrates how the unionization 
of one industry or branch of service is 
made the means of unionizing other 
ones. 

The Federation of Labor gave its 
powerful support to the police. It was 
stated that the police force in over 30 
different cities had been unionized 
and that Washington and Boston were 
the only places where it had been 
stopped. It was argued that the laws 
do not forbid such unionization. The 
matter was appealed to the courts and 
an injunction was secured temporarily 
forbidding the authorities to enforce 
the order against unionization. The 
labor unions have long denounced 
court injunctions as being a tyrannical 
abuse of power, but this shows that 
they have no objection to them when 
they are in their own favor. 

Meantime President Wilson had also 
been appealed to, and from across the 
country he sent a message to the com- 
missioners “suggesting the great ad- 
visability of postponing the issue until 
after the forthcoming industrial con- 
ference at Washington”. 

Meantime also most of the police of 
Boston had gone on a strike in order 
to enforce the recognition of the union 
and had left that city unprotected. 
Criminals and crooks flocked there 
from all points and the lawless ele- 
ments for a while had things pretty 


well their own way. <A number of 
people were killed in the rioting. Hug 
trucks were run across the sidewalk 
and through the store windows. Larg: 
quantities of goods were stolen and 
extensive damage done. Among the 
looters arrested was one of the strik 
ing police. 

The authorities as usual were reluc 
tant to summon help and thus the) 
were not prepared to meet the situa 
tion. Finally, however, Gov. Coolidg: 
was called on and troops were put i: 
control. Some of the police had re 
fused to join the mutiny, and thes: 
and volunteer guards helped to restor: 
order. 

The president could hardly extol! 
this strike as being in line with “th: 
democratization of labor” and for once 
he came out flat-footed against anar 
chy, like a true American. “I want to 
say that a strike of policemen of a 
great city, leaving that city at the mer- 
cy of an army of thugs, is a crime 
against civilization”, said he. “The ob- 
ligations of a policeman are as sacred 
as that of a soldier; he is a public 
servant, not a private employee, and 
the whole honor of the community is 
in his hands. He has no right to pre- 
fer any private advantage to the public 
safety. I hope that that lesson will be 
burned in so that it will never be for 
gotten.” Later on he again referred t 
such strikes as “an intolerable thing, 
which was pretty strong, for him. 

The Boston authorities declared that 
the striking police had committed an 
unforgivable wrong against the public 
and that they would not be reinstated. 
Measures were then taken to build up 
a new police force, on a loyal basis, 
with ex-soldiers as a nucleus. Presi 
dent Gompers of the Federation of 
Labor advised the striking policemen 
to accept President Wilson’s suggestion 
and wait for-.the industrial conference 
and meanwhile to “return to their 
posts as if no lockout order had been 
issued”. This shows that it was con- 
sidered that the police were subject to 
the orders of the Federation of Labor 
at Washington rather than of the pub- 
lic authorities in Boston. Gov. Cool- 
idge responded saying that the police 
had deserted their post of duty, re- 
fused to obey the orders of the police 
department and violated the laws of 
the state. They had been regularly 
tried and found guilty; they had been 
dismissed and they would not be taken 
back, he said. He added that he was 
“determined to maintain the sovereign- 
ty of Massachusetts and to uphold the 
authority which the constitution and 
laws of her people imposed upon him” 
and he would not permit any outside 
interference. 

Senator Thomas of Colo., and Sena- 
tor Myers of Mont., both Democrats, 
have made speeches denouncing in the 
strongest terms the movement for un- 
ionizing the police. Senator Thomas 
referred to the threats made by the 
unions, that they intend to go into 
politics and see that no-one is elected 
to congress who will not act according 
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to the union instructions. The labor 
jeaders, he said, propose to “put a col- 
lar around the neck of members of 
congress and attach a chain to it which 
they will hold.” Congress, he said, 
“has the whip hand in the District of 
Columbia”, and it ought to make it 
clear at once that it stands by the 
lawful authorities and against the un- 
ions in this fight. He urged that all 
appropriations should be cut off if 
necessary in order to enforce obedi- 
ence, 

Senator Myers offered a resolution 
providing that the pay of all policemen 
who are members of a labor union 
should be stopped. He said he real- 
ized that he staked his political life 
on his action in this matter but that 
it was time somebody made such a 
sacrifice in order to wake the people 
up to the growing menace of unionism. 
if the police of Washingfon are union- 
ized, within 60 days those of every 
city and town in the country will like- 
wise be gathered into the union fold, 
he declared. The next move the agita- 
tors will make will be to unionize the 
army and navy, and if that follows, 
“we will have a soviet government 
within two years” he predicted. It 
is just as legitimate for the army and 
navy to be unionized as for the police, 
he said, and if the people do not want 
the country plunged into bolshevism, 
this is the time to make that fact 
plain. 

It is not at all likely that congress 
will take any action on this issue, as 
comparatively few statesmen are will- 
ing, like Senator Myers, to risk their 
future by making war on the unions. 
They can hardly be blamed, inasmuch 
as the people will usually not uphold 
them but will almost invariably take 
sides with the unions. 


The unionization of the steel indus- 
try by the Federation of Labor is now 
the biggest thing on the industrial hori- 
zon. The steel magnates have put their 
foot resolutely down on unionization 
and they say they intend to run their 
own business. The unionists are send- 
ing organizers throughout the steel dis- 
tricts and are signing up the men in 
large numbers, it is claimed. In some 
places violence has resulted and the 
authorities have put a ban on meet- 
ings. The union leaders charge that 
some of their “peaceable” organizers 
and pickets have been killed. The steel 
men say that these clashes have come 
when the union men have used intimi- 
dation and threats in order to get the 
workers to join the union. They are 
quoting a California decision in which 
it was declared that “there can be no 
peaceable picketing, any more than 
peaceable robbery”, and they accuse 
the unionists of starting all the trouble. 


The steel workers are on the point 
of striking but President Wilson has 
asked them, through President Gom- 
pers, to put the matter off till after the 
industrial conference which is to meet 
soon. The union leaders are not sure 
that they can hold the steel workers 
back as there has been a good deal of 





the insurrectionary spirit in the union 
ranks for some time. 

The extremists among the labor 
leaders have been trying to get con- 
trol of the unions and they have been 
making a lot of trouble. Committees 
of these extremists in Seattle and other 
Washington cities have called on Pres- 
ident Wilson and insisted on his doing 
something more effective to bring 
down the cost of living. Though them- 
selves members of the Federation of 
Labor, they charged that President 
Gompers does not represent the West- 
ern labor sentiment and demanded that 
he should not be allowed to pick all 
the 15 delegates which labor is to have 
in the forthcoming conference. The 
president side-stepped the matter just 
as he does the Irish question, and told 
them that though it was very easy to 
state a grievance it was a different 
matter to find a remedy. 

These radical labor leaders belong 
to the unions which started the strike 
in Seattle last February, which Mayor 
Hanson nipped in the bud by declar- 
ing that he would suppress it with the 
utmost force, as it was avowedly a 
revolutionary movement for the pur- 
pose of establishing a soviet system. 

The radicals had planned a nation- 
wide strike Oct. 8 to force the re- 
lease of Mooney, Debs and all other 
“political” prisoners. The president 
urged that this strike also should be 
held up, as he hoped the conference 
would be successful in working out 
plans whereby capital and labor may 
meet on middle ground. But the rad- 
icals have no use for “middle ground”; 
they want the whole thing. 

The radicals quote various utter- 
ances of the president’s and claim that 
he is on their side. Attorney-General 
-almer, the government’s chief law of- 
ficer, not long ago declared very posi- 
tively that President Wilson is a radi- 
cal. The president himself the other 
day owned he was a radical—but they 
meant the term only in a general sense, 
as someone who believes in going to 
the root of matters. 

There are all degrees of radicalism. 
The president is anxious to hold the 
support of the moderate radicals but 
he will not be able to please the ex- 
treme ones unless he advocates “going 
the whole hog”. The Northwest is 
cluttered up with radicalism of differ- 
ent kinds and it is a wise radical that 
knows his own ism. There is a wide 
variance of opinion as to the best 
methods for “going to the root of 
matters.” 

The president several times in his 
speeches lately has said that he doesn’t 
believe in “minority rule in any form”. 
The extremists are in the minority but 
they are powerfully organized and very 
vociferous and on that account they 
exert far more than their due share of 
influence. How the president proposes 
to deal with such conditions remains 
to be seen.

New Bond Rules. Notwithstanding the 
extension of the privilege to convert four 
per cent coupon temporary Liberty bonds 
into permanent 41/4 per cents, holders of 
about $750,000,000 of these bonds have 
failed to make the swap. These bonds 
have coupons bearing interest only for 
two years. The last coupons will mature 
Nov. 15,1919, and Dec. 15, 1919, when per- 
manent four per cents with complete sets 
of coupons will be issued, or temporary 
41/4 per cents with coupons. Permanent 
41/4 per cent bonds with full coupon at- 
tachment will net be ready for issue until 
March 15, 1920, it is stated. Under a new 
arrangement holders of the four per cent 
bonds may hold them until this date when 
they may be exchanged for permanent 
41/4 per cent bonds. This will avoid a 
second conversion and as the 41/4 per 
cents yield a higher return and have a 
higher market value, Secretary of the 
Treasury Glass expects holders of four 
per cents to avail themselves of the op- 
portunity thus offered. 

Leviathan in Passenger Trade. The last 
trip of the monster steamship Leviathan 
as a troop transport was made when she 
brought back General Pershing. She is 
now being refitted for the passenger trade. 
The Leviathan was capable of carrying 
16,000 troops. She is to be operated by 
the United States shipping board which 
seized her from Germany at the begin- 
ning of the war. She was formerly the 
Vaterland of the Hamberg-American line. 

Only Two Missing Yanks. War depart- 
ment casualty lists were criticised for their 
inaccuracy but here comes the news that 
out of 291,732 casualties with deaths to- 
taling over 77,000, only two men among 
the thousands in the American expedition- 
ary forces in France are unaccounted for. 





France Will Pay. Uncle Sam expects to 
receive $263,000,000 from France by the 
middle of October in payment for its 
share of co-operative war enterprises. The 
American-built French railways equipped 
with American rolling stock are in the 
itemized bills. The French have taken 
them over. 





Mail to Hungary. Mail facilities pbe- 
tween the United Statesand Hungary have 
been restored at the postal union rates. 
Letters, postcards, printed matter, sam- 
ples of merchandise and commercial pa- 
pers are accepted for transmission in open 
mail or under registration. 





Farragut’s Flagship Saved. The navy de- 
partment will keep the Hartford, Admiral 
Farragut’s old flagship, as a historic and 
patriotic relic. It was threatened with de- 
struction but sentiment was aroused in be- 
half of the old craft that defied the mined 
waters of the Mississippi and it will be 
preserved in its original state. 





National Debt Grows. In spite of the 
economy talk the lack of economy prac- 
tice increased in round numbers the na- 
tional debt in the month of July $796,668,- 
000. Now the debt aggregates over $26,- 
596,700,000. 
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Lessons In Fire Prevention 


intelligence understands perfect- 

ly what a terribly destructive 
agent fire becomes when once it es- 
capes beyond the bounds which make 
it a good and useful servant, the ma- 
jority of people apparently are more 
or less indifferent to its potentiality 
for harm. This is due, no doubt, to 
over-familiarity with it. We Amer- 
icans seem, to be naturally careless— 
with respect to fire, we are the mostcare- 
less nation in the world andeach year we 
pay an enormous toll in the loss of lives 
and in the destruction of buildings and 
valuable material of all kinds. 

In the hope of educating Americans 
out of this terrible carelessness and 
thus preventing economic wastes and 
losses of enormous magnitude, the U. 
S. bureau of education some time ago 
undertook to place in the hands of 
state and county school officials and 
boards of education throughout the 
country copies of a manual, “Safe- 
guarding the Home Against Fire”, pre- 
pared by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, with the suggestion that 
it be made a regular textbook for use 
in the public schools. 

Commissioner of Education Claxton 
in a statement on the cover of the 
manual points out that “every boy and 
girl should learn to protect the commu- 
nity and the country from loss by fire.” 
In the preface Dr. Claxton says that 
good citizens will try to avoid being 
a cause of danger by permitting prac- 
tices that may result in destructive 
fires being started, will remove dan- 
gerous conditions that may exist in 
their own homes, will recognize dan- 
gerous conditions in their communi- 
ties and will use their influuence tow- 
ard the removal of these menaces and 
toward the education of others in hab- 
its of carefulness. 

From the manual we learn that 
there is a fire somewhere in this coun- 
try every minute; that losses due to 
fire exceed the combined value of the 
production of all our gold, silver and 
copper mines and oil wells; exceed 
the value of all the land and improve- 
ments in Maine, West Virginia, North 
Carolina, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Alabama, Louisiana or Montana and 
that proper precautionary measures 
on the part of all the people would 
result in saving almost enough to build 
a new Panama canal each year. 

The following figuures show in a 
startling manner the extent to which 
the per capita fire losses in this coun- 
try exceed those in other countries and 
indicate how criminally careless we 
are, relatively: In 1913 the average 
fire-loss for each man, woman and 
child in France was 49 cents; in Eng- 
land, 33 cents, in Germany, 28 cents, in 
Austria, 25 cents; in Italy, 25 cents; 
in Switzerland, 15 cents; in Holland, 
11 cents; in the United States, $2.10 
(direct loss—the indirect loss was con- 
siderably higher). 


A LTHOUGH everyone of ordinary 


Tables prepared by the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters from a 
study of hundreds of thousands of 
fires show that in 1916 nearly 30 per 
cent of all American fires came from 
strictly preventable causes, that nearly 
48 per cent were partly preventable 
and that-more than 23 per cent came 
from unknown causes, probably large- 
ly preventable. 

Matches which are among the most 
useful as well as the most dangerous 
contrivances of man are used more ex- 
tensively, it appears, in this country 
than in any other. The daily consump- 
tion amouunts to more than 700,000,- 
000; this means that each minute near- 
ly 500,000 flames are struck, each one 
capable of causing a destructive fire 
if given half a chance; for this reason 
every match must be regarded as a 
possible source of great danger. 

Carelessness in the use of matches, 
according to insurance figures, result- 
ed in the lose of more than $7,000,000 
in 1916, exclusive of the great damage 
that followed in the wake of careless 
smokers. All fires, except those re- 
sulting from lightning, spontaneous 
combustion and a few others can be 
traced in some way back to matches. 

There are two general classes of 
matches: Those which may be struck 
on any rough surface—the “strike-any- 
where” kind—and the so-called safety 
matches which will ignite only when 
drawn over a specially prepared sur- 
face on the box in which they come. 
As a rule the latter class is safer than 
the former thought if poorly made 
they may be worse than a good strike- 
anywhere match. 

The principal undesirable features 
about any match are the tendency for 
the blazing heads to fly off when they 
are struck, a tendency for the stick to 
break and fal! or for the stick to con- 
tinue to glow after the flame has been 
blown out. 

Only the best and safest matches 
should be bought and used. The under- 
writers’ laboratories, maintained in 
Chicago by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, test all kinds of matches 
and those found to measure up to the 
requirements for safety are labeled to 
indicate that fact. The laboratories 
have no interest in the sale of matches 
and the label therefore is a reliable 
guide to the quality of the goods on 
which it is placed. 

Never throw away a match that is 
still glowing. The death of Mrs. H. W. 
Longfellow resulted from a_ lighted 
match which she allowed to fall to the 
floor. In striking a match, always strike 
away from you; then if the stick breaks 
or the head flies off your clothing will 
not be set on fire. The box should al- 
ways be closed when a match is struck 
on it; otherwise all of its contents may 
be ignited at once. 

If matches are spilled on the floor 
they should all be picked up at once 


or a serious fire may result from som), 
one stepping on one or from the matc! 
es being found by little children or ra: 
or mice. The latter start fires |, 
frequently by gnawing the heads o; 
matches than by accidentally rubbin: 
them against timbers while carrying 
them in the walls or by placing th: 
in their nests in a place where th 
may be ignited by heat. 

Never keep matches where they ca: 
be reached by little children or wher 
they may become overheated by a stoy: 
stovepipe or something of the kind. A 
metal or earthenware container is bes| 
and it is safer if they are kept covered 
as fires have been started by the sun’s 
rays focused on uncovered matches }) 
a bubble in the window pane acting as 
a lens. 

Children should not be allowed to 
carry matches and grown persons 
should guard against the foolish habit 
of carrying them loose in their pockets 
because they may drop out and later 
start a disastrous fire or they may be 
set off by friction in the pocket and 
cause serious burns if not loss of life. 

Lights which are igdispensible to 
civilized man constitute one of the com- 
monest forms of fire danger. Where 
candles are used they should always 
be placed in candlesticks and the bases 
of the latter should always be broad 
and heavy in order that the danger of 
upsetting may be at a minimum. 


If paper or cloth shades are used a 
guard of mica must be provided to pre- 
vent the shade from catching fire. Of 
course care must be taken never to set 
a lighted candle down where its flame 
can come in contact with anything in 
flammable such as a curtain or some 
article of dress, and it should be watch 
ed to see that there is no guttering or 
bending. 

Kerosene lamps should be low dow 
and should have broad heavy bases s 
as not to be readily tipped over; thos 
made of metal are considered bett 
than those made of glass. Never fil! 
lamp by artificial light and always mak‘ 
sure that caps and burners are screwe(! 
down completely before lighting. Th 
burners and wicks should be kept clean 
and the wicks should snugly fill th: 
space made in the burners for them. 
Use good oil. 

Never set a lamp near the edge of 2 
table where it may be knocked off or 
where it may be overturned. It is u! 
wise to leave a lamp burning long in a 
house where there is no-one to loo! 
after it. The flame should be turned 
down before it is blown out. 


Lanterns which are often carried in 
to places where inflammable materials 
abound should be chosen with particu 
lar reference to safety. Obviously th: 
base should be broad and heavy enoug!h 
so that upsetting will not be too easy, 
the globe should be well protected b) 
a wire guard and the lantern should be 
so constructed that it can be safely 
swung and held in any position with- 
out danger of an explosion. 

Many people take great risks by pro- 
viding no globes to protect open gas

lights. Numerous fires result from a 
curtain blowing against such an un- 
protected light or from the lights being 
pushed too close to inflammable mater- 
rial of some kind. Mantle lights, being 
protected by chimneys or globe of some 
kind, are safer than open gas flames 
and at the same time they give better 
light and consume less gas. Care must 
be taken to have nothing above them 
that can be set on fire by the intense 
heat and to use burners so constructed 
that no fragments of the heated mantle 
can fall out and set fire to something 
under the light. 

Fires started by coals or flames from 
stoves and furnaces cause larger losses 
than the combined totals resulting from 
open lights and the careless use of 
matches. Stoves, furnaces, heating pipes 
and stove pipes should never be placed 
so near to walls and woodwork that 
there will be danger of overheating. 
The nearest wooden surfaces should be 
protected by sheet asbestos or by sheet 
iron or tin, separated from the walls or 
woodwork sufficiently to provide an 
air-space between them. 

The stove and furnace pipes should 
be examined frequently to make sure 
that all joints and connections are 
sound and tight and that there are no 
rust holes, as even the tiniest hole may 
allow the escape of a spark that can 
start a bad fire. Thimbles made of iron, 
double-walled and properly ventilated, 
with a diameter at least a foot greater 
than that of the pipe, should be provid- 
ed at all points where pipes pass through 
walls. Pipes passing through the attic 
should be carefully looked after and 
nothing combustible should be allowed 
near them. It is advisable to place a 
guard around them to make sure that 
nothing combustible can get too near 
through accident or carelesness. 


Sheet metal should be placed under 
all stoves, making sure that there is a 
margin in front sufficiently wide to pre- 
vent sparks or live coals from falling 
on the floor or carpet. A furnace 
should never be set on a wooden floor 
but should have a base of brick, stone 
or concrete. 

Many people foolishly pour kerosene 
on a lighted fire or on live coals and 
thus take terrible risks of being blown 
up, burned to death, losing loved ones 
or having their homes destroyed. It is 
unwise to pour oil in a stove or furnace 
if there is the slighest question as to 
whether there is any fire in it. 

Ashes should never be placed in a 
wooden receptacle for coals apparently 
dead may be hot enough to start a fire. 
The loss from hot ashes averages more 
than $3,000 a day in the United States. 
Ashes should never be stored in any- 
thing but a metal can with a lid. 

The drafts and dampers of a stove or 
furnace should be thoroughly under- 
Stood in order that one may operate 
them intelligently and economically 
and safeguard against fire. Soot should 
not be allowed to collect in pipes or 
chimneys because of the danger that it 
will take fire and because it wastes 
fuel and reduces the amount of useful 


heat produced. The failure to have 
chimneys and flues inspected and put 
in proper condition at frequent inter- 
vals results in an annual fire loss of 
more than $12,000,000. 

It is unwise to dry wood in an oven. 
Wet clothing should never be placed too 
near a stove for drying and curtains 
should never be hung where there is 
any chance that they will be set on fire 
by a stove or stove pipe. 

Paper should not be burned in an 
open grate fire because scraps may be 
carried up the chimney to set the roof 
on fire, Hard coal or wood that does 
not snap or shéot out sparks should be 
used for such fires. A tight fire screen 
should be provided to keep sparks from 
flying out into the room and the fire 
should not be allowed to burn after the 
family retires for the night. Many fires 
are started by the injudicious use of 
flames for thawing out frozen water 
pipes. It is always safer and better to 
use hot water for this purpose. 

Bonfires should never be lit when 
there is a strong wind blowing or if 
there is any danger that fire will be 
communicated to leaves or other in- 
flammable material in the vincinity. 
Never leave such a fire until you are 
positive that it is out, even if water has 
to be poured on or it has to be smother- 
ed with earth. It is foolish to burn 
leaves anyway because they contain 
much valuable fertilizing material; 
bury them so they will decay and be 
converted into assimilable plant food. 


Carelessness on the part of campers 
and picknickers in starting fires and 
leaving them unattended results in 
many destructive forest fires. Never 
start a fire where it may spread and get 
beyond control and never leave it until 
you are certain that the last ember has 
died out. 

There should be no paper or cloth 
near a stove on which cooking is done 
as it may be set on fire when fat used in 
cooking takes fire. Water should never 
be used to put out a fire in a cooking 
utensil because of the danger that it 
will spread the flames; smother it with 
a metal cover. 

No stove pipe should ever be allowed 
to get red hot; stoves are often made a 
source of serious danger by allowing 
them to get too hot and warp, permit- 
ting the escape of sparks. Never place 
papers below the burner of gas or oil 
cooking stoves to catch drippings; use 
metal receptacles of some kind. 

It is a good rule never to use any 
kind of polish on a hot stove and never 
to use any polish containing inflamma- 
ble materials such as gasoline or ben- 
zine as many kinds do. Many com- 
pounds for cleaning clothing, also 
sweeping compounds, polishes, etc; 
contain inflammable ingredients and 
great care must be exercized in the use 
of all such preparations; there should 
be no lights or fires about and the 
rooms after using should be well aired 
before any are lighted. 

Often cotton waste, oily rags, moist 
hay and various other materials if left 
to themselves become hot and at length 


burst into flame. This is known as 
spontaneous combustion. Such fires cost 
the people of this country more than 
$10,000,000 yearly. 

Rubbish and worthless junk should 
not be allowed to accumulate in the 
cellar or other parts of the house be- 
cause such matter often is the breeding 
ground of disease and it may provide 
kindling for a destructive fire, being 
started spontaneously or by fire being 
accidentally communicated to it. 


Oil cans should if possible be kept in 
outbuildings and precautions should be 
taken against oil leaking out or being 
splattered on the floor. All lights and 
flames must be kept away from uncover- 
ed kerosene. 

Gasoline vapor which sinks slowly 
to the ground may remain for days near 
the floor of a room. A single gallon 
when vaporized produces 8,000 cubic 
feet of gas which when mixed with air 
becomes an explosive much more power- 
ful than dynamite and much more easi- 
ly set on fire. Because of the great 
danger attending its use the greatest 
care must be exercized in cleaning with 
it. Never attempt to use it indoors 
where there is fire; there is even danger 
in using it outdoors. Non-inflamma- 
ble cleaning fluids are available and 
these are always to be perferred. 


Gasoline should never be poured into 
a sink because the fumes may pass 
through the sewer and escapein another 
house. Gasoline or benzine should 
never be kept in glass containers be- 
cause of the liability of the latter to 
break if dropped, allowing the liquid 
to escape. 

If gasoline or kerosene takes fire 
smother with earth or sand, a woolen 
rug or cloth of some kind. Chemical 
fire extinguishers are particularly val- 
ulable in handling such fires and they 
should be provided wherever gasoline 
is handled or stored, 

Gas stoves should be carefully in- 
spected to make sure that no gas can 
escape from them for gas leaking from 
even a small hole or crack and becom- 
ing mixed with the air may poison per- 
sons in the house or explode with ter- 
rific force as soon as a spark or flame 
comes in contact with it. 

The warning against hunting gas leaks 
with matches or open flame lamps is 
trite but many fires and accidents re- 
sult from this foolish practice. When 
gas is detected in the air, open the 
window then, if no electric flash lamp 
is available try to trace the leak by 
smell. If it connot be located or if it 
cannot be stopped when found the gas 
should be cut off by turning the cock 
next to the meter and a competent gas- 
fitter should be called. 

Cheap rubber tubing for connecting 
toves, lamps, etc., to gas fixtures is 
dangerous because it soon becomes 
porous and allows gas to escape. Well 
made flexible metal tubing is better 
but even this is not as satisfactory as 
regular jointed iron pipe. Never leave 
burners open,day or night, when there 
is no-one about; the pressure may drop 
down until the flame goes out and then 
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come on again, filling the house with 
poisonous, explosive gas, If possible 
an automatic cut-off should be provided 
for each house to take care of such 
situations. 

The fire loss from electricity exceeds 
that from any other cause. Such fires 
result from defective wiring, bad in- 
sulation, poor switches, etc. Only ex- 
pert, competent men should be employ- 
ed for electrical wiring and installation. 
Wires leading to connections outside 
the house should be run in such a 
manner that trolley or lighting wires 
cannot become crossed with them and 
send a heavy, dangerous current into 
the house . 

Never leave an electric iron, plate- 
warmer or other electrical device with 
the current turned on; if you leave 
even for a minute, detach the wire at 
the socket. Many fires result from care- 
lessness in this respect. Incandescent 
electric lamps must not be used for 
warming beds, drying cloths or the 
like because they may readily start a 
fire. Moreover, it is unwise and dan- 
gerous to use paper or other inflam- 
mable shades with such lamps, as is 
often done. 

Calcium carbide which is used for 
generating acetylene gas for lighting, 
etc., must be kept in a tightly covered 
metal container in a dry place and all 
lamps and fixtures must be well and 
strongly made, with provisions for 
keeping the water from running too 
rapidly into the carbide. The dangers 
from the use of this gas are much the 
same as those attending the use of 
illuminating gas. 

Large quantities of tobacco are burn- 
ed by smokers in this country; for this 
purpose no less than 5,000 matches are 
struck each second, according to esti- 
mates, and the fires resulting from the 
carelessness of smokers cost us the tidy 
sum of $165,000 weekly. 

Many disastrous fires would be evert- 
ed if every smoker would form the 
habit of making sure that all matches, 
cigar and cigarette butts and sparks 
from pipes are extinguished before he 
leaves them. Every good citizen should 
appoint himself a permanent committee 
of one to stamp out any sparks that 
may be left by careless smokers and to 
use his influence to impress on the 
minds of those addicted to the smok- 
ing habit the serious dangers attending 
it. 

Combs, brushes, manicure instru- 
ments, toilet articles of various kinds, 
collars, trays—even match and ash 
trays—motion picture films and various 
other articles now in common use are 
made out of celluloid—also called fiber- 
loid, domestic ivory, viscoloid, pyralin, 
etc—which is produced by treating 
guncotton with camphor and which re- 
sembles that dangerous explosive in 
many ways. 

When brought near a fire or when 
too highly heated it takes fire in a 
sudden flash, due to the fact that it 
contains its own oxygen and none has 
to be taken from the air as is the case 
when most other substances burn. Ar- 


ticles of this kind should never be used 
where they are likely to be brought in- 
to contact with fire and care must be 
taken to keep them where they will not 
be exposed to great heat. 

The average American thinks that 
the Fourth of July cannot be properly 
celebrated without fireworks and in 
some of the Southern states fireworks 
enter largely into Christmas celebra- 
tion. Many costly fires have resulted 
from the use of gunpowder in this way 
and many persons have been thus killed 
or maimed for life. In the 13 years 
from 1903 to 1916 nearly 1900 persons 
lost their lives, and over 42,900 were 
injured in this country by Fourth of 
July fireworks. 

Fortunately the movement for a safe 
and sane celebration of the Fourth has 
borne fruit and the number of deaths 
and injuries resulting from accidents 
in the use of fireworks on that day is 
steadily declining; in 1903, for instance, 
the number of killed in the whole coun- 
try was 466 and the number injured 3,- 
983, while in 1917 only 14 were killed 
and 353 were injured. Where fireworks 
are to be used it is a wise and safe 
rule to have them handled only by 
grown persons who know their danger- 
ous character and understand how to 
use them in the safest way. 

The use of candles in combination 
with cotton, paper and other inflamma- 
ble materials for Christmas-tree decora- 
tions is responsible for many serious 
fires, Only electric lights should be 
used for such purposes and careful at- 
tention should be given to the wiring 
to make sure that it is safe. All decora- 
tions used should be of metal, asbestos 
or other non-inflammable material and 
Christmas greens should not be left too 
long in the house as they. dry out quick- 
ly and then are readily set on fire. 

Good fire extinguishers should be 
placed within easy reach in every 
dwelling and other buildings and every- 
one who lives or works therein should 
know where they are located and un- 
derstand just how to use them. It is 
also advisable to have water pails either 
filled or unfilled ready for use in case 
of fire and it is often a tremendous 
advantage to have ladders where they 
can be quickly brought into use. Wheth- 
er water or an extinguisher is used, 
the fire should always be attacked at 
its base. Often a small fire can be 
beaten out with a coat, or a broom. 

When a person’s clothing catches fire 
the burning part should be torn off if 
possible and the flames should be 
smothered by wrapping the body in a 
rug or other woolen cloth, taking care 
to throw it downward toward the feet 
so as to keep the flames away from the 
face. 

Many lives are needlessly lost because 
persons with their clothing on fire 
start to run and thus fan the flames. 
If there is nothing at hand to smother 
the fire and no-one is near to help the 
best thing to do is to lie down and 
roll while ripping off the burning gar- 
ments, trying thus to put out the fire 
and at the same time to get within 


reach of a rug or something to throw 
over yourself. 

Everyone should know the “lay of 
the land” before retiring at night in a 
hotel or strange house—or even in his 
own home. He should have clearly in 
mind the safest and most direct rout: 
to the points of escape in case of fir: 
and should be able to traverse them 
without seeing, as smoke may blind 
him if the house burns. Nothing shoul: 
be allowed to block passages which 
would have to be used as avenues o/ 
escape in case of fire. 

In towns or cities everyone shoul 
know the location of the nearest fire 
alarm box and should understand how 
to sound a fire alarm, After calling th 
fire department in this way someon 
should remain near the box to tell th 
firemen when they arrive where thx 
fire is. If the telephone is used to 
summon the firemen one must of cours: 
retain presence of mind enough to giv: 
the location of the burning building. 

If you should wake up some night 
and find that the house is on fire keep 
your wits about you. If you open th: 
door of your room to peer out into the 
hall, first place your foot a few inches 
back of it on the floor and grasp the 
knob firmly as there may be such a 
draft that the door will be forced open 
and you cannot shut it, in which cas: 
the fire will quickly reach your room. 
If you find the fire near close the door 
and quickly decide on what is to be 
done. You may knot bedclothing to- 
gether to make a rope and you may 
throw mattresses, etc., out to make a 
soft place to land in case you must 
jump, but don’t jump until you know 
that is the last chance to save yourself. 

If you must make your way through 
a smoke-filled room or hall, tie a wet 
towel over your mouth and nose and 
then crawl on the floor as the smoke 
and gases are thinnest there. Close 
all doors as you go, to keep the fire from 
spreading. If the fire is well under way 
and it is impossible to put it out the 
first thought must be given to saving 
life. When the safety of all the occu- 
pants is assured attention may be given 
to fighting the fire and saving what- 
ever of value may be reached. No 
time should be wasted on things of 
slight val-e until jewelry, silver, pic- 
tures, and the like have been carried 
to a place of safety.

When he 
was released he took his dummies with 
him and the recent find, it was established, 
was one of them. 





The Red Sunsets observed during the 
latter part of August by the people in 
the central and eastern states were due to 
smoke in the upper air from forest fires 
in Idaho and Montana, declares the Kan- 
sas state meteorologist. Forest fires, usu- 
illy the result of somebody’s carelessness, 
wrought distressing havoc this summer in 
both these states. In one locality $32,000 
worth of white pine timber was destroyed 
in one day. 





Australians to Study Farming. One hun- 
dred Australian soldiers arrived in New 
York a few days ago en route to the Uni- 
versity of California where they expect 
io study agriculture. After completing 
the course the men plan to go back to 
Australia to teach scientific agronomy and 
irrigation to’ returned soldiers who choose 
farming as their vocation. 





Suicide No Longer Crime. For more 
ihan 20 years New York state has had a 
law making attempted suicide a felony 
punishable by not more than two years’ 
imprisonment and a fine not «xceeding 
$1000. This law has now expired. It 
amounted to little, anyway, it is said. 
During its existence only two persons were 
convicted of violating it and no-one who 
wished to die was ever kept from destroy- 
ing himself because of it. 





Man 131 Years Old. A report comes from 
Lexington, Ky., of a man who recently 
celebrated his 131st birthday. His name 
is John Snell. Mr. Snell exhibited him- 
self in order to get money to pay off a 
mortgage on his farm. According to his 
story he has been married twice and he 
is the father of 29 children. Some of 
them are more than 90 years old. His 
first marriage was at the age of 19 and 
the second one was only six years ago. 
He has a boy five years old by his second 
wife. Snell was born in Knoxville, Tenn. 
He is still vigorous and his eyesight is 
good. However, he believes that he will 
not live another year for, as he expressed 
it, he is “getting old.” 





Insures Against Riots. It is a usual 
thing for corporations and individuals to 
insure their property against damage or 
loss. The Cleveland Railways Co., of 
Cleveland. O., has taken out a $10,110,000 
policy against “riots and civil commotion.” 
Commenting on the act the New York 
Herald says that inasmuch as riots and 
civil commotion usually arise against local 
government and police authority, such in- 
surance might be called an “insurance of 
government”. This gives rise to the ques- 
tion, the Herald continues, can the gov- 
ernment be directly insured? If property 
and rights measured by property alone 
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constitute a government then the answer 
would be in the affirmative, the Herald 
believes. But as the government consists 
of something more—order, law, institu- 
tions, rights. both personal and collective, 
which are intangible but nevertheless val- 
uable—is it possible to fix a value on 
these rights in order to have them insured, 
it is asked. In the present disturbed state 
of affairs the question becomes especially 
interesting. 





Millions of Fur Pelts. The International 
Fur Exchange has just held its autumn 
sale at St. Louis and more than 6,500,000 
raw fur pelts were disposed of, besides 
about 600,000 pounds of rabbit skins, aver- 
aging anywhere from eight to 28 skins to 
the pound. Last year 3,500,000 pelts were 
sold at the St. Louis sale; this was re- 
garded as the biggest sale of furs ever 
known.

motives of selfishness and will deter- 
mine all questions with a divine impar- 
tiality and justice. “But there is noth- 
ing in history to justify any such con- 
fidence”, he declared. “On the con- 
trary all experience proves that any 
such centralized control inevitably de- 
velops folly, tyranny, bitterness and 
bloodshed.” He warned the farmers of 
the country that the Wilsonian provi- 
sion for “no economic barriers” and 
the control of our tariff laws by the 
league would deprive us of our right 
to protect our industries. It would be 
suicidal, he declared, to swap our na- 
tionalism and independence for the 
altruistic internationalism of Wilson. 

Senator Borah ridiculed the presi- 
dent’s idealism, which bestows aston- 
ishing liberties on unheard-of peoples 
and refuses even to give a hearing to 
those who want freedom for Ireland. 
This inconsistency is alone enough to 
condemn the league, he declared. Eng- 
land is now building two warships 
where she built one before the war, 
and the league will not decrease arma- 
ments, he said. England is raising an 
army of a million men where she had 
100,000 before. And the president now 
asks us for an army of half a million, 
with a reserve of as many more, which 
is several times the military force we 
had in the days when he was a dis- 
ciple of pacifism. 

“Is there an American who wants 
foreign nations to say where the Mon- 
roe doctrine shall apply?” he asked, 
and there was a chorus of “Noes” from 
the crowd. “He wants us to sign on 
Americanism. It took George Wash- 
ington seven years to gain our inde- 
pendence from George III, which Wil- 


son now wants to give back to George 
Vv.” Senator Borah charged that the 
president had improperly interwoven 
the league plan into the peace treaty 
for sinister purposes, as he knew it 
could not be floated on its own merits. 
“But,” he said, “the testing time has 
now come; we have got rid of autoc- 
racy abroad but now we are called on 
to save democracy at home. Thank God 
there are men who dare speak their 
minds at this crucial moment and voice 
the thoughts of the silent millions of 
Americans whose interests are being 
betrayed.” 

One of the biggest blows the league 
plan has received has just been dealt 
it by the Gran! Army of the Republic. 
At the national encampment just held 
at Columbus, O., that great organization 
of war veterans went on record as 
opposed to “entangling alliances” and 
declared that this nation is “not con- 
cerned with the internal policies of 
Europe, Asia or Africa.” The resolu- 
tion added: “W_ protest against being 
committed to the covenant of a league 
of nations as now proposed, as a rider 
to the treaty of peace.” 

Strong efforts were made to head off 
any action on the league issue, as the 
G. A. R. has always kept out of poli- 
tics; but it was declared that this is 
not a partisan matter but a question of 
patriotism. This declaration of the G. 
A. R. against the league rider will 
probabiy hav more effect than any 
other single action taken by any ele- 
ment of our citizenry during the en- 
tire league fight, for the very reason 
that this organization is admittedly non- 
partisan, disinterested and loyal.

Occurrences and Observations of Interest Gleaned from the ToreignTield 





ENGLAND. 


Riots Occur in Ireland. The govern- 
ment is determined to suppress the dis- 
orders in Ireland at all costs. Riots 
throughout, the island have been occur- 
ring with growing frequency and the 
governor general declares that drastic 
action will be taken to stop them. The 
town of Londonderry was the scene 
of brisk skermishing between govern- 
ment troops and Sinn Feiners a few 
days ago. A special celebration had 
been announced by the Sinn Fein fac- 
tion. Orangemen and unionists declar- 
ed that they would stop the demonstra- 
tions, as they were anti-British. To 
prevent serious consequences the Brit- 
ish commender of the town forbade any 
activities whatever. The Sinn Feiners 
persisted and a number of rioters were 
injured when the police and soldiers 
took action. 


Similar riots have occurred in other 
Irish cities, including Dublin, Cork, 
Belfast and Galway. The Sinn Fein 
parliament and Sinn Fein organizations 
have been chiefly instrumental in keep- 
ing the pot boiling. The parliament, 
or “Dail Eireann” as it is known in 
Gaelic, is made up of some 25 mem- 
bers of the Sinn Fein party who were 
elected to the British house of commons 
but who in accordance with a resolu- 
tion adopted by the society refused to 
go to Westminster, where the British 
parliament sits. 

The government now demands the 
parliament’s suppression. A series of 
raids and searches for arms and docu- 
ments was made at Sinn Fein head- 
quarters and several members were 
arrested, two of them being also mem- 
bers of the British house of commons. 
Any future meetings of the “Dail Eire- 
ann” are prohibited. 

Eamonn de Valera, “president” of 
Ireland, who is at present in America, 
declares that the “alien” government of 
Britain has only to withdraw its army 
ef occupation to restore order in Ire- 
land. It is primarily because of the 
Dail’s activities “in material reconstruc- 
tion work” that it is now suppressed, 
he declares, 

Premier Lloyd George is hopeful of 
an early solution of the Irish problem. 
Yet he believes that the present time 
is not ripe for its discussion. “It is 
not to the credit of the country that 
after hundreds of years of British rule 
in Ireland we have failed to succeed in 
reconciling Ireland to the partnership,” 
he recently told the house of commons. 
“It is the business of statesmanship to 
bring that condition of things to an end. 
The rule of force cannot be the last 
word.” 

As to the suggestion that government 
troops be removed from Ireland the 
premier thought thet the Irishmen 


themselves would object to that for the 
fact that law and order must be main- 
tained. Lloyd George has a policy in 
view for handling the island but present 
difficulties must be attended to first or 
fresh contingencies may arise which 
would alter the policy entirely, he said. 


Iron Men Dig Coal. Mine operators 
in the Manchester and Bolton districts 
have wakened to the advantages enjoy- 
ed through machines used in mining by 
American mine owners. They are now 
introducing electrical and compressed 
air coal cutting machinery called “iron 
men.” Singularly enough there has 
been no protest from the labor element. 


Prison For Profiteers. Sir Auckland 
Geddes wants profiteers to get six 
months imprisonment as well as penal- 
ties running as high as $1,000. He is the 
British reconstruction commissioner 
and he favors the appointment of a 
central authority to act with local and 
county tribunals in hunting down price 
boosters and making the punishment fit 
the crime. 


GERMANY. 


People Would Migrate. -The govern- 
ment has formed a special department, 
called the “Reichswanderamt” to attend 
to the emigration problem. Officials are 
viewing conditions with alarm and un- 
less proper measures are taken to pre- 
vent it it is feared that most of the la- 
boring elements will soon leave the 
country. Industrial and labor con- 
ditions in Germany are demoralized. 
The rural districts aresuffering severely 
from lack of labor. Before the war 
farmers used to rely on laborers from 
Galicia and Russia who came every 
spring and summer to Germany by the 
hundred thousands. These workers are 
no longer available. The German labor- 
ing class are reluctant to leave the cities 
and so the farmers are left with scarce- 
ly any help whatever, It has been 
learned that large numbers of the work- 
ing class are casting longing eyes to- 
ward foreign shores. The United States, 
Japan and South Ameriea are most 
eagerly looked to and the government is 
graciously furnishing printed matter of 
a “trustworthy” nature describing the 
conditions of settlement in those places. 


Huns Form Police Army, The Ger- 
mans have a way all their own of get- 
ting around difficulties. They are now 
engaged in making a detour of the mili- 
tary provisions of the peace treaty. 
These provisions placed a limit on the 
military establishment much below that 
place by Germany itself. But with its 
usual facility Germany has found a way 
out. The peace treaty while it 
limited the army made no limit on the 
police force of the various German 
states. Prussia is organizing a state 


police force or “schutsmannschafft.” 
Its creation, as the minister of the in- 
terior states, is for the “repression of 
internal disorder.” The first unit is at 
Cassel. It’s members are housed in 
barracks and wear steel helmets, carry 
rifles and are equipped like the regular 
infantry. An American officer criti- 
cizes this new police force as trespass- 
ing on the provisions of the peace 
treaty. The Prussians say that it is not 
expected that the allies will be “un- 
reasonable” which means that it is not 
expected that the German army will be 
limited to very letter of the treaty. 


Hun Girls Blacklisted. American offi- 
cers are investigating the blacklisting 
of girls know to have associated with 
American soldiers of the forces in 
occupation at Coblenz and other Rhein- 
ish towns. Posters have warned girls 
from such association. Lists of names 
of girls friendly to Americans are said 
to have been read in churches and have 
been displayed in public places, Sever- 
al secret societies are reported to be aid- 
ing in making unpopular association be- 
tween the girls and troopers by giving 
publicity to girl names. 


BELGIUM. 

Ex-Kaiser Summoned. Authorities 
have posted a summons throughout the 
country calling on the former emper- 
or of Germany to appear for trial next 
month at the wsurt of justice in Brus- 
sels. Two other individuals of Hun 
extraction—Gen. Opfer, formerly com- 
mandant of Tournai, and Gen. Rup- 
precht of the German army—were also 
demanded. These persons, it is stated, 
are tobe arraigned on charges of 
crimes committed in their names during 
the German occupation of Belgium. 


To Rebury American Dead. The 
bodies of about 1000 soldiers who fell 
on Belgian soil during the war are to 
be concentrated in the cemeteries of 
Wareghem and Poperinghe, it is an- 
nounced. Here they will remain pend- 
ing a further removal to America should 
American authorities decide on such 
an undertaking. 


SPAIN. 


Toca Heads Cabinet. Joaquin Toca, 
confidential advisor to King Alfonso, 
has been named as the new Spanish 
premier. Senor Toca was formerly 
president of the senate. Prior to that 
he held the post of minister of justice. 


Criticizes Nation’s Policy. In a 
speech before the senate Senor Percez- 
Caballero, former ambassador to France, 
declared that the neutrality which 
Spain maintained during the war had 
belittled her in the eyes of the world 
powers. He condemned the nation’s 
policy as “too vague”. - Spain should 
become allied with the associated 
powers in guaranteeing peace to France 
if we would raise her from the low 
level where her neutrality has placed 
her, he said.

In the Realm of Invention and Discovery 








Development of the Telephone. 

Without the telephone which is to 
be found now in every city, town, vil- 
lage and hamlet and even on remote 
farms we should be utterly lost, busi- 
ness would be sadly crippled and our 
social life would suffer severely. It 
is rather surprising that this modern 
appliance is now in such universal use 
and has become so indispensable, see- 
ing that it is only a little more than 
40 years since the first telephone pat- 
ent was taken out. In the Scientific 
American C. H. Claudy tells about the 
wonderful growth and development of 
this invention, in substance, as follows: 

In 1876 Alexander G. Bell exhibited 
at the Centennial exhibition in Phila- 
delphia his first telephone which he 
had just patented. Older men who saw 
it made fun of him and declared him 
foolish to “squander” his money to 
patent such a “toy.” 

These wiseacres, like many before 
and since, proved to be false prophets; 
there are now more than 8000 differ- 
ent patents relating to telephones and 
telephone apparatus, not counting 
those having to do with wireless tele- 
phone inventions. On Dr. Bell’s orig- 
inal patent and on his second one, ob- 
tained in 1877, there have been built 
up great business organizations which 
together have girdled the world with 
telephone apparatus improved and 
perfected by the inventors to whom 
the other patents have been issued. 

The number of telephones is con- 
stantly increasing at a rate so rapid 
that it is impossible to keep an accur- 
ate account of it. There were more 
than 11,713,000 at the end of 1917— 
one to every nine persons or one to 
every two families in the country. 
Telephone calls that year numbered 
21,842,000,000—more than 200 for each 
inhabitant. Plants and equipment of 
all the telephone systems of the coun- 
try were then valued all together at 
more than $1,492,000,000. 


When the inventor first sought to 
interest business men in his device 
they failed to see any possibilities in 
it as an investment. They supposed, 
as did even the company that was later 
formed to handle the telephone in a 
commercial way, that it would have to 
be made and sold outright, one to each 
customer, at a few dollars each. How- 
ever, Dr. Bell’s father-m-law, who had 
a prominent part in commercializing 
the invention, realized that profits 
were to be made in telephony only by 
maintaining a plant, lines, a central of- 
fice and charging for telephone serv- 
ice, not by selling individual instru- 
ments. 

The Bell Telephone Co., the pioneer 
commercial organization in the tele- 
phone field, was but a feeble little con- 
cern in the beginning but the Bell sys- 


tem now has 145 operating companies. 
In addition to the Bell there are more 
than 2000 other systems, each with an 
annual income exceeding $5000, and 
50,000 smaller systems. The mileag 
of telephone wire in the country totals 
well over 28,800,000 and any Bell sub 
scriber can talk over practically an) 
23 million miles of wire he wishes. 
The construction, maintenance and op- 
eration of telephone equipment give 
employment to more than a quarter 
million, to say nothing of the great 
number engaged in producing the great 
amount of materials required in the 
business. 


Dr. Bell who is now 72 years old is 
a scientist and inventor, not a business 
man, and he says te has no interest in 
the commercial side of an invention. 
Fortunately for him, those who under- 
took the commercial exploitation of 
his telephone safeguarded his interests 
so that, unlike many another inventor, 
he has enjoyed a fair share of the fi- 
nancial profits accruing from his in- 
vention. He is no longer working on 
problems connected with telephony 
but is still active in scientific research 
along various lines, notably improve- 
ments in aircraft and boats, longevity 
and helping the deaf and dumb. 


The theoretic possibility of the elec- 
tric transmission of sound over a wire 
was probably realized before Morse 
demonstrated that signals could be sent 
this way. Reis had tried to reproduce 
the sound of the voice with a make- 
and-break current but he was unsuc- 
cessful; sound can be reproduced that 
way, but not speech. Dr. Bell con- 
ceived the idea that the human voice 
could be reproduced at a distance by 
means of an undulatory continuous 
current, fluctuating as the sound fluc- 
tuates. 


At that time he was working on a 
problem in which he has always been 
deeply interested—providing for aiding 
and instructing the deaf and dumb. He 
was trying to use a vibrating diaphragm 
and needle to record the sounds of the 
voice so that they would be visually 
perceptible to the deaf. Desiring more 
delicate apparatus than he had so far 
been able to make, he obtained from a 
surgeon a human ear with its tym- 
panum and other mechanism intact. 
Attaching a bristle to one of the small 
bones of the ear, he succeeded in ob- 
taining records of his voice as he 
shouted into the ear. 


Then he began to ask himself how 
the tiny drum could move the heavy 
bones as it did. He reasoned that if 
the ear drum could do this, a dia- 
phragm membrane should be made to 
move a relatively heavy piece of iron. 
He set to work on this idea and the 
result was a sensitive diaphragm with 
a little piece of soft iron vibrating be-

Dr. Bell tells of applying his tele- 
phone to the recovery of a cargo of 
iron, lost near Nova Scotia when the 
vessel carrying it upset. As it was im- 
possible to mark the spot where the 
metal lay, Dr. Bell undertook to 
“probe” for it, just as surgeons with 
telephonic apparatus probe for for- 
eign bodies buried in the flesh of their 
patients. Hanging a brass wire at the 
end of a telephone wire properly con- 
nected up, he dragged for the metal 
and located it with little trouble. He 
proposes later ‘to try the same plan for 
locating wrecked iron ships, lying in 
unknown locations at the bottom of 
the sea. 





SCIENTIFIC NOTE. 


World’s Deepest Wells. Within the past 
two years a Pittsburgh natural gas com- 
pany has drilled two wells, both deeper 
than any previously sunk into the earth. 
The first, nine miles from Clarksburg, W. 
Va., had to be abandoned when it had 
reached a depth of 7386 feet because the 
cable broke and the tools could not be 
“fished” out. The second well, also in 
West Virginia, was sunk to a depth of 
7579 feet when the tools got stuck and the 
hole had to be abandoned. - The deepest 
previous boring was to a depth of 7340 
feet in Upper Silesia, Germany. The Pitts- 
burgh company had hoped to penetrate 
to the rich gas and oil-bearing sand which 
underlies a large part of Ohio and is sup- 
posed to extend south into West Virginia. 
Valuable fossils and geological data were 
obtained. A temperature of 172° F. was 
recorded at a depth of 7000 feet. The 
temperature rose one degree for each 51 
feet below that depth and geologists esti- 
mate that at a depth of 10,000 feet the 
earth’s crust is at the boiling-point.

EVERAL weeks ago we spoke with 
S disapproval of those government 

employees who are chronic com- 
plainers—who claim that they don’t get 
enough salary to “keep body and soul 
together”, but who still haven’t the 
gumption to get out and go into some- 
thing which will yield them better 
returns. We have had numerous re- 
sponses to this article—some of them 
highly complimentary, some of them 
very bitter and a few of them abusive 
and threatening. 


When you tell a government em- 
ployee or a teacher to resign and take 
up some other work you are usually 
met with the retort that they are trained 
specially for such work and that they 
are good for nothing else. That is in- 
deed a sorry admission for anyone to 
make and it always gives the maker 
a very bad mark. The Pathfinder for 
a quarter-century has been preaching 
the gospel of independence and prac- 
tical training; it has urged people, in 
season and out, to learn to do practical 
things—the things the world needs— 
and not to set all their eggs under one 
hen. This was good advice then, and 
it is just as good advice now. But it 
is not a fact that teachers and govern- 
ment employees are unfitted for any- 
thing else; on the contrary thousands 
of them are taking positions with pri- 
vate concerns or going into business 
for themselves and are winning success 
and making money. 

This is as it should be. If the gov- 
ernment wants to hold its employees 
it must be prepared to pay salaries 
high enough to attract and retain good 
workers. The same thing applies to 
the schools. There are school districts 
within a short distance of the national 
capital where the pay for teachers is 
below $30 a month even now. It is 
obvious that in such districts the 
schools will either have to be closed up 
or be carried on by teachers who are 
very poor sticks. 


There are many teachers who de- 
liberately stay in the teaching profes- 
sion because they like the work, ap- 
preciate the vacations and are con- 
scientiously interested in doing some- 
thing which is for the good of the 
land. Also there are many people in 
the government service who are con- 
tented and happy; they realize that 
they might make more in some other 
kind of work but they like the secur- 
ity, the sure pay and usually easy hours 
of a government job and they take 
the job and what goes with it,- like 
sensible human beings. 


What we say is that if a person finds 
himself discontented with his work— 
whatever it is, be it a government job, 
teaching: or what not—he owes it to 
both others and himself to quit and 
go into something else. No-one who is 
constantly quarreling with his work 


can do good work; complainers and 


kickers are not welcome anywhere. 


We have one letter from H. Tullsen, 
of Grand Haven, Mich. He has been 
in the government service 12 years and 
he gets a salary of $1440 a year, with 
a bonus of $240 at present, making a 
total of $1680. He has a good record, 
he says, but he has been “trained es- 
pecially for metereological work and 
such preparation does not fit a person 
for the management of a factory or for 
a job assembling Fords.” He adds: 
“Certain neighbors of mine jump from 
one job to another, and it is a mighty 
poor position that does not pay as 
much as my government job.” He 
says that the position of the Pathfinder 
on this subject of salary boosts is “rot- 
ten” and that he has “sent a clipping 
of your editorial to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, of which the Federal 
Employees’ Union is a branch.” 

We put Mr. Tullsen’s case just as he 
puts it. “Thousands of government em- 
ployees many of whom are experts, 
are in a predicament similar to mine, 
and a vast number fare even worse,” 
he says. That is true enough, but the 
way to make the government realize 
that it must pay more money is for the 
ones who don’t like the salary to get 
out. As long as employees keep com- 
plaining that they are poorly paid but 
admit that they are afraid to resign 
for fear they couldn’t earn as much 
outside, they spoil their own case. 


It’s this babyish, whining attitude that 
has led congress to look upon govern- 
ment employees as a class who were 
already overpaid and who would not 
be in the government service if they 
could do anything else. And the per- 
petual complaints that many of these 
employees have put up, even during the 
times when they were relatively well 
paid, has also led the public to have 
more or less contempt for them. Our 
advice still is to them to act like men, 
and not like babies; then they will 
will get recognition accordingly. 

In contrast to Mr. Tullsen’s letter, 
we have a letter from a Western man 
who says that our editorial was the 
best contribution to the subject he has 
seen. He works eight hours for the 
railroad and then puts in about eight 
hours more on his farm; thus he is 
independent and asks no odds of any- 
one, Another reader who is in the gov- 
ernment service, writes: “In your ar- 
ticle you speak of a man showing his 
self-dependence by building his own 
home. You certainly have an uncanny 
faculty for hitting the nail on the head. 
During the war, when I was suffocated 
with work, I needed a sleeping-porch 
and though I had never done any car- 
penter work I built a porch and we 
sleep and eat in it. Yes, and I have 
had a splendid garden into the bar- 
gain.” 

Periods of reajustment from hard 
times to good times and vice versa are 


always severe on some classes. When 
money is inflated, as it is now, and the 
dollar sinks in purchasing power, it is 
the people with fixed salaries and in- 
comes who suffer most. Their income 
remains the same but their money 
doesn’t buy as much as it did. On the 
other hand this class have the advan- 
tage when money is “tight”; then they 
have an assured income, when other 
people are wondering where the next 
meal is coming from. 


People should learn to take the fat 
with the lean. In flush times they should 
prepare for times of stringency. Any 
man who stays in the government serv- 
ice a period of years has not used 
his opportunities to advantage unless 
he has a home of his own, rent-free, 
with a garden or small farm or other 
“side-line” to insure him: against ad- 
versity. If he does not thus provide 
for the future he is like an aeronaut 
who goes up in a balloon and knows he 
must take a flying leap from it and yet 
takes along no parachute. 


Every normal person should have two 
legs to. stand on. If your education is 
so narrowly specialized that you can 
do only one kind of work, for which 
there is only a small demand, the 
fault is in your education and not in 
the world. The world stands always 
ready to reward liberally anyone who 
can give value received. And the way 
to make yourself more valuable is to 
know more than one thing—know as 
many things as possible. 

It is a splendid sign that high wages 
are now paid for production, for it is 
production that the world needs. Those 
who are long on consumption and short 
on production must expect to suffer. 
They may combine together and secure 
unlimited raises of pay, but everybody 
knows that the higher wages and sal- 
aries are increased the higher goes the 
cost of living. All the combining in 
the world will not increase production; 
in fact it tends to decrease it. 

The workers in the postal service are 
notoriously ill-paid; their salaries have 
been kept down while the wages of 
others have been doubled and trebled. 
Now congress is going to provide liber- 
al raises for them. . These raises will 
call for an expenditure of $40,000,000 
a year, and the public will have to pay 
this amount in the shape of a postal 
deficit. Postmaster-General Burleson 
reported a “profit” of $17,000,000 from 
the service last year. It is the wrong 
idea entirely to run the postal service 
for profit, and there is no question that 
the postal employees’ salaries have been 
kept down for the purpose of showing 
this alleged “profit”. The public are 
willing to pay for their postal service; 
they demand good service and they 
want the postal workers well paid. But 
we must all remember that somebody 
has to foot all the bills. If government 
employees and teachers are to be paid 
more, then taxes must be raised. You 
can’t make money out of thin air. 
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LABOR AT A PREMIUM. 


ANY people are reviving the 
proposition for shipping the 
negroes of this country bodily 
o Africa or some other part of the 
vorld and letting them have a colony 
f their own, as a solution for the race 
uestion. The suggestion however has 
othing practical about it. Even if 
he negroes wanted to go—which is not 
he ecase—the whites wouldn’t let them 
‘o. The fact is that the whites get 
iore out of the negroes than the ne- 
sroes do out of the whites. 
Right now we behold the singular 
spectacle of people of the South plead- 
ig with negroes in the North to return 
to the South. Organizations in the 
Southern states are carrying on a reg- 
ular campaign to persuade the negroes 
to come back who went north to se- 
cure big wages during the war. Cotton 
picking and other work needs to be 
done and there is a shortage of help. 
Under the auspices of the Mississippi 
\Velfare League for example men are 
being sent to Chicago and other North- 
ern cities where negroes are numerous 
and where they have been abused, and 
the attractions of the South for the 
egro are pictured in glowing terms. 
fhe genial Southern climate appeals 
to the negroes, especially in these days 
hen fuel is so scarce and high. The 
hoomers tell about the big money that 
negroes are making in the South, the 
line homes and bank accounts they 
have and the tender solicitation they 
receive from the white folks, who, it 
s declared, understand them better 
than the people of the North do. 


The idea is conveyed that even the 
lvnehing practice is almost an ideal in- 
stitution and it is asserted that “the 
better negroes always aid in the pun- 
ishing of vicious members of their own 
race.” Nothing is said about the abun- 
dance of chickens and watermelons in 
the South, and it is strange that this 
hould have been neglected. 

It must be quite a novel experience 
for the negroes to find the white peo- 
ple of different sections competing for 
their favor. There is some danger 
that they will be spoiled by these rival 
ttentions. Many of them already 
lind that they can make enough by 

orking half the time to give them a 
ne living, and this encourages them 

loaf. But there is also this same 
ndency among the white workers

The competition for common labor 
s very keen and never in our time will 

iges go down where they once were. 
‘hat is a just and good thing, as far 


as it goes, but it doesn’t go far tow- 
ard furnishing the increased produc- 
tion which the world must have. Some- 
body is going to produce the things 
needed. If the present workers loaf 
and demand too much money they will 
find themselves jockeyed completely 
out of their jobs before very long. The 
wages and the prosperity are going to 
those who are industrious, steady, law- 
abiding and reasonable, and you can 
bet your bottom dollar on it. 

There may be a “new age” here, as 
so many say, but no matter how new 
the age may be, it can’t make two and 
two count 15. The wage-earners will 
have to work away on this new “15 
puzzle” until they satisfy themselves 
that they can’t solve it, and then they 
will have to accept the reality, that 
two and two make four no matter how 
they are juggled. 

If you want high wages paid, ‘you 
must be willing to pay high prices for 
everything you require; nobody is go- 
ing to produce those things for a song. 
It is labor that produces things, and if 
you don’t like to pay the price that 
others demand for their labor, it is 
always your privilege to get busy and 
produce those things by your own labor. 

This is what is meant by competi- 
tion. The buying public are not such 
fools that they will continue to pay 
outrageous wages and prices indefi- 
nitely. The world is full of people of 
ideas and energy, and these people are 
bound to assert themselves. New la- 
bor-saving methods and machines will 
be adopted which will give a_ total 
product at a reduced price in spite of 
the higher wages. This is the solu- 
tion, and the only one. 

By this means, it is true, two and 
two can be made to count 15, for the 
benefit of all concerned. But as long 
as the workers have the idea that they 
can get more and more money for less 
and less product, they will find that 
they are playing a losing game, and 
there is just one outcome, namely fail- 
ure. The competition for labor is a 
splendid thing; it will force people to 
adopt new methods and thus econo- 
mize on work. 

When the workers are well paid 
and when they have comfortable homes 
and wholesome surroundings, many of 
the “problems” which now vex us will 
disappear automatically. You can’t ex- 
pect human beings to do their best 
when they are herded together like 
sheep, and when they do not have even 
the care that sheep would have. 

The public as a whole must realize 
that they must find ways and means to 
provide labor with an assured living. 


This requires that those who have had 
more than their share of the good 
things of life will have to get along 
with less, in order that those who have 
not had a square deal may have more. 
It is a question of equitably dividing 
what there is to be divided; neither 
side can be piggish and no matter who 
starts the “grab” game, they must be 
stopped. 

In the past it has been capital espe- 
cially that has done the grabbing; now 
it is mostly labor. Selfishness is to 
blame in both cases. Human beings 
will always be selfish, but we must 
plan things so that their selfishness 
will operate for the benefit of civiliza- 
tion as well as of themselves. That is, 
we must make it interesting for them 
to do their best and produce their ut- 
most. Many of them are not doing that 
now, and that is one main reason why 
prices are out of proportion to value.

OME of our great men express sur- 
prise at the discovery that mer- 
chants and others are “passing the 
war tax on to the consumer.” The 
purpose of the war revenue law, they 
say, was to make the dealers pay the 
tax. What rot! Who should pay the 
war tax, or any tax, if not the con- 
sumer? It is the consumer who gets 
the benefit of the goods, and he is cer- 
tainly the one who should foot the bill. 
Those who produce, transport and sell 
things must necessarily add their taxes 
to the prices they charge; the taxes 
are as much a part of their running 
expenses as labor, materials, repairs, 
interest, insurance or anything else. 
The man who smokes the cigar is the 
man who should pay the cost of it, 
from start to finish; it would be absurd 
for him to expect somebody else should 
pay the tax on his indulgence. It is 
a popular and growing idea that by 
some hocus-pocus you can make some- 
body else produce what you consume 
and make somebody else settle for 
your fun. The idea is absolutely 
wrong. You may try to evade your 
responsibilities but they will find you 
out. Have some self-respect; don’t ask 

anyone else to foot your bills.

What is Starch?

Resulting white mass is treated with a! 
kali to remove oil, gluten, ete. It is nex 
washed well and finally dried at low tem 
perature when it is ready for market 
Starch is used for food, for laundering 
for making paste, mucilage, etc., and fo 
various purposes in industries, particula: 
ly in making calico and other textile 
Large quantities of starch are annual], 
converted into glucose by treating wit! 
dilute sulphuric acid. Glucose, mixed wit! 
syrups obtained in refining sugar, is wid 
ly used as table syrup. lt is also used i: 
manufacture of candy, etc.

If while on the way to the ground 
they meet a funeral the players are 
likely to be greatly pleased.
